KENTUCKY HAS 
WHAT OHIO LACKS

PICKING .A Jl'IKiE 


It may have been just a trial balloon when a 
hint was dropped from Washington that the 
President might appoint Gov. Frank J, Lauschc 
of Ohio to a vacant federal judgeship. Usually 
presidents give these choice seats to fellow parti¬ 
sans. Lausche, however, has been elected gov¬ 
ernor five time*! a.s a Democrat, and has been 
expected to run either for the governorship or 
the .-cnatorship in 1956 If made a judge he 
would withdraw from politics, and the path of 
the GOP in Ohio elections would be made no¬ 
ticeably smoother. 

No confirmation of the appointment has been 
made, and Lausche. who keeps his own counsel, 
says he knows nothing of it. Another possi¬ 
bility for the ()ost is ex-Senator Homer D. Fer¬ 
guson of Michigan, defeated for rc-election last 
fall, and as an ex-senator entitled, by the usual 
(xilitical laws, to a good federal job. 

Either, if chosen, might make an excellent 
judge. But the atmosphere of (lolitlcs surround¬ 
ing the choice would hardly enhance the reputa¬ 
tion of the federal courts. A distinguished lawyer 
-whose main activity had been outside of politics 
might seem a better selection. 


The state of Kentucky has about one-third 
the [sopulation of Ohio and taxable wealth cer¬ 
tainly no greater than that ratio. 

But Ke’.tuck.v has developed a state recrea¬ 
tional program that is so far su()erior to Ohio’s 
that one cannot make a comparison. And a feu- 
days ago Kentucky’s Governor announced that 
the state planned to issue $3,500,000 in revenue 
bonds to build more lodges, cabin and other fa¬ 
cilities for the public. 

True, the Bluegrass state has mountains. 
T.V.A. lakes and historic sijots which Ohio can¬ 
not match. But Kentucky also had the vision 
and enterprise to utilize what it had. That’s 
what Ohio seems to lack more than an.vthing 
else.

LOUISVILLE. Ky., July 13— 
Polio vaccine for second shots for 
btate school children will be here 
within six days, the State Health 
Department reported today. 

So far more than 125,000 Ken¬ 
tucky children have received 
first shots. 

Dr. William F. Lamb, deputy 
' state health commissioner, said 
50.000 cubic centimeters (each 
shot takes one cc) will arrive not 
earlier than Friday and not later 
than next Tuessday. 

Dr. Lamb said more vaccine 
can be obtained as soon as the 
state orders it, adding that all 
counties are being asked to es'i- 
mate their requirements as soon 
as possible. 

Under original plans, second 
shots were supposed to have been 
given in Kentucky and some 
other states long ago. However, 
long delay resulted from a gov¬ 
ernment irvestigation of testing 
procedures by producing firms 

In most Kentucky counties, 
only children in the first and 
second grades are eligible for the 
free Foundation vaccine. In Jef¬ 
ferson and Fayette counties, third 
and fourth graders also are eli¬ 
gible because they took part in 
nationwide tests of the vaccine 
last year.

Remembering how he had seen 
various mineral substances on the 
hills and ledges while on logging 
jobs, Drake became interested to 
the extent that he secured a U S.

* Now, after five weeks Chandler says the chargges were made by “innuendo” and were “silly.” 

Ward Tuesday said “there is nothing indirect about my charges.” He said, ’ I have made and I now 
repeat some very direct accusations that Chandler did some very improper things when he was a Sen¬ 
ator on the public payroll supposedly representing the public.” 

Kentucky daily papers Wednesday carried this Associated Press story citing more details of the 
secret whiskey deal as given by Ward— 


FRANKFORT, Ky , July 12—Henry Ward de¬ 
clared today that A. B Chandler’s statement that 
"accusations by innuendo" are being made against 
him do not “apply to charges which I have made.” 

Chandler, anti-Adminsitration candidate for 
Governor made the statement yesterday at Rus¬ 
sellville. 

Ward, commissioner of conservation, declared 
today: “I have made, and I now repeat, some very 
direct accusations that A. B, Chandler did some 
specific improper things when he was a United 
States senator, on the public payroll supposedly 
representing the public . . . There is nothing in¬ 
direct about my charges." 

Ward charged that Chandler: 

"Received pay from the United Wholesale 
Liquor Company of Lexington to perform services 
for that company when he wa.‘ a United States 
senator,” and "it was morally dishonest for Chan¬ 
dler to be in the pay of whi.-key interi -t.‘ at the 
time” 

"It was morally dishonest of Chandler to ac¬ 
cept a swimming pool from a contractor when 
Chandler keniv- that contractor was interested in 
securing influence to help him obtain war-time 
government contracts 

--In 1944, while he was in the Senate, Chandler 
entered into an agreement with the United Whole¬ 
sale Liquor Company of Lexington which paid 
him in one year more money than he received in 


.-alary as a United States senator It was 

morally dishonest for him to b<-come obligated to 
whiskey interests through such employment 

The 1944 agreement which Chandler had 
with the United Wholesale Li(|uor Company wa.' 
originally betwe*n the -.ompany and George 
Horine. a liquor salesrnan, and that it wa.<. assigned 
to Chandler.” 

Ward challenged Chandler -to try to claim 
that the 1944 agreement which was assigned to 
him was for legal services. 

"Under Chandler's agreements with the Unit¬ 
ed Wholesale Liquor Company at least $32,841.40 
was paid for services which he has stated he will 
not explain. 

-Chandler personally entered into a contract 
with the United Wholesale Liquor Company dated 
June 27, 1946, under which the company agreed 
to make personal monthly payment.- ba.-ed on th< 
gross liquor .-ale' of the company." 

Ward charged that the "sliding scale o( 
monthly payments" the company wa . to make wa- 
$100 per month for monthly gross ale- of $75,000. 
$250 for $100,000. $400 for $125 000, $600 for $150,- 
000. $750 for $175,000, $1,000 for $203,000, $1,500 
for $300,00, and $2,500 a month for $500,000 month¬ 
ly gross sales. 

Ward’s -'specific charges" continued that these 
payments to Chandler in August, 1945, amounted 
to $11,636 12 and that in July, 1946, they totaled 
$10,105 28.

If you're thinking about the pocsi- 
bility of raising sheep, late summer 
or early fall are the best tunes to 
start, says the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. ’ Research shows that 
sheep are bringing added income to 
many small and medium-sised farms. 

Sheep may be raised in all areas 
of the country, except those where 
land is wet or swampy. The cheap¬ 
est and best feed for sheep is pasture 
or sown forage crops. It should not 
be necessary to feed a ewe and her 
Iamb more than 100 pounds of grain 
a year. Changing grazing ground fre¬ 
quently is necessary. This can be 
done by moving the flock from one 
section of permanent pasture to an¬ 
other by means of a portable fencing 
program. 

Studies show that a flock of 60 
ewes and 2 rams may be expected 
to return $U00 annually. Of this. 
$864 is estimated from the sale of 
lambs; $64. from the sate of culled 
ewes, and $364 from fleece- Returns 
are based on an anticipated crop of 
72 Iambs, with 60 of them sold at 
80 pounds each, for 18 cents a pound 
Also, it presupiMses that the farmer 
will get 68 fleeces, averaging 10 
pounds, and that he will sell them 
for about 55 cents a pound. Actually, 


the lO-yesr average price for fleeces 
amounta to 522 cents a pound — 
slightly lower than that given In the 
study. 

Of course, sheep pose some prob¬ 
lems. as do all livestock. One of the 
hardest is the prevention of chilling 
of new bom or very young lambs— 
an obstacle to early lambing in cold 
climates. To cope with this situation, 
many fanners follow the recommen¬ 
dations of top agricultural engineers 
and brood electncalty. 

Lamb brooders may consist only 
of one or more 250-watt Infrared 
heat lamps located over the center 
of a 5x5-foot pen. Lights should be 
placed in deep reflectors or purchased 
as complete units. Locate them at 
least 42 inches above the litter. Elec¬ 
tricity used amounts to around 6 kwh 
for a 24-hour day. Lambs must not 
be separated from ewes, since 
•■mother-tove” is a very fickle thing 
in sheep. 

Oregon farmers use a novel type 
of brooder and feeder arrangement 
which works well. TTicy build a feed 
trough into the back of the pen. lo- 
’ eating It about 3V4 feet above the 
I ground. A wet I-protected heat tamp 
I is placed under the floor of the trough 
I 'o warm the enclosed space below 
This becomes the brooder. The trough 
is used to hold feed and water for 
: the ewe.
